He refused a fortune for its de­ 
livery and kept his trust even unto death. 
Jones was a true type of the old time Southern negro, 
than whom no more faithful creature has ever trod the earth. 
One of the miracles of modern history is the fidelity shown 
by the negro to his master in the days of the great war. He 
kept the faith even when his fidelity meant a continuation of 
his bondage. 
He was true as a lion to his piaster when his 
master was fighting to make his chains eternal. 
There were 
Tories during the Revolution and slackers during the war 
with Germany, but the Union armies that invaded the South­ 
land in the early sixties found no slackers among the negroes 
of the South. 
Some day the spirit of the South will acknowledge tne 
debt it owes to the faithful,negro of war days. 
The cities 
of the South are marked today with monuments commemo­ 
rating the heroism of Lee and Jackson and of those who fol­ 
lowed those battle gods on the ensanguined fields of war. 
And some day the sons and daughters of the confederacy 
will build monuments to the heroic slaves of the Southern 
states, who at the peril of life and freedom gave to tile world 
the finest exemplification of trustworthiness this world has 
seen in a thousand years.
